Dear Mr. Hoch: 

On October 11, 1972, former Deputy Attorney General 
Erickson, acting upon your Freedom of Information Act 
appeal for access to all FBI records concerning Lee Harvey 
Oswald which existed before the date of President Kennedy's 
assassination, advised you that this appeal was being held 
open pending a decision by the Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia Circuit in Weisberg v„ Department of 
Justice. 


On October 24, 1973, the court sitting en banc handed 
down its decision. It held that FBI records pertaining to 
its investigation of President Kennedy's assassination 
constitute an investigatory file compiled for law enforce- 
ment purposes, and, as such, are exempt from disclosure 
under section 552(b)(7) of the Freedom of Information Act. 
In light of this decision, I must affirm the denial of 
your request.
